Arrests made 
in copper thefts

It was a game of copper 
and robbers for the Ukiah 
Police Department Tuesday as 
officers recovered upwards of 
$25,000 worth of stolen cop- 
per wiring and assorted tools 
taken from the city’s waste 
treatment plant and various 
other locations over the 
course of the last few weeks. 
Captain Trent Taylor said 
four suspects have been 
apprehended in connection 
with the robberies and that 
more arrests may yet be made. 
“There could be more sus- 
pects out there,” he said. “The 
investigation is still active.” 
Taylor said Darin Willett, 
41, of Ukiah, was arrested on 
Tuesday after allegedly being 
caught on video selling cop- 
per wire along with Aaron 
Carlson, 21, also of Ukiah. 
Taylor said Carlson was 
apprehended along with Noel 
Murray, 37, of Ukiah, after

For three years running, 
Lavonna Silveria, Ukiah 
Senior Center executive 
director, and her team of 
volunteers have been 
preparing affordable 
Thanksgiving dinners for 
Ukiah seniors, and this year 
is bigger than ever. 

While many people were 
working through their last 
day before the holiday, 
Silveria and her team of 
volunteers, whose ages 
range from 46 to 92 years 
old, were in the kitchen at 
the Ukiah Senior Center at 
9 a.m. Wednesday working 
at a rapid pace to peel 
sweet potatoes, prepare 
stuffing and bake turkeys, 
all with the intention of 
feeding 175 people this 
year. The event has grown 
exponentially in each year 
of its existence blossoming 
from 50 people in the first 
year to nearly 200 people 
for this year. Silveria jested 
that they might serve next 
year’s meal in shifts. 

“This will be our biggest 


Thanksgiving meal yet,” 
Silveria said with a smile. 
“It’s growing every year. 
I’m just tickled pink how 
much it’s grown. Our main 
intention is to feed seniors 
who may have lost their 
family or their family is far 
away.” 

Keeping her sights 
focused on feeding seniors, 
Silveria said she put her 
heart into the meal -- and it 
shows. This year’s meal 
includes turkey, dressing, 
yams and more, and at the 
cost of $5 for each meal, 
Silveria is working to keep 
it affordable for everyone. 

“Tt should be a great 
meal. For $5 you’ll get the 
whole sha-bang, all the way 
down to the pies,” she said. 

The meals will be served 
throughout the day today 
with plenty of entertain- 
ment as well. The Blue Sky 
Band will be providing 
music throughout the day 
while former Mayor Eric 
Larson will be emceeing 
the event. 

But the event’s growth 
doesn’t stop there. Silveria 


said one family of 20 peo- 
ple will be joining in the 
festivities this year -- and 
she couldn’t be more excit- 
ed. 

“We’ve got a lot of peo- 
ple this year, and they love 
to get together with 
friends,” she said. “It’s 
great to give back to 
seniors. I like to see our 
seniors feel like they’re 
being taken care of.” 

And with a volunteer 
staff of mostly seniors, it 
was once again all about 
seniors helping seniors in 
the kitchen. Volunteer Mary 
El Ortega stood in the back 
of the kitchen Wednesday 
diligently peeling sweet 
potatoes all while grinning 
from ear to ear. 

“T love getting away 
from the house and being 
around people my own 
age,” El Ortega said with a 
team of two 70-year-old 
volunteers surrounding her, 
vegetable peelers in hand. 
“T like it because it’s fun 
doing these things for peo-

High tides along the 
California coastline during the 
Thanksgiving weekend could 
cause problems in areas that 
are prone to coastal flooding. 
With the high tides reaching 
between 6.9 to 7.1 feet during 
the mornings of Saturday and 
Sunday visitors to some state 
beaches may find there is little 
to no beach left. If these high 
tides combine with a winter 
swell, the high tides may cre- 
ate dangerous coastal condi- 
tions due to surging water that 
can wash over rocks and 
beaches great distances and 
take visitors by surprise. 

“Park visitors enjoying 
their Thanksgiving holiday at 
a coastal state park or beach 
may not be aware of these 
forecasted high tides,” said 
Alex Peabody, Aquatic Safety 
Specialist with the State Parks 
Public Safety Division. 
“There are a number of fac- 
tors coming together that may

High tides expected at 
the coast this weekend 


make this high tide period 
dangerous for the public.” 

Peabody went on to cite 
two of his major concerns: 

*High tides in the mornings 
may create dangerous coastal 
conditions in areas that are 
prone to coastal flooding. 

*Inversely, low tides during 
the day combined with the 
surf will increase the danger 
from rip currents along the 
beaches. 

Peabody cautioned visitors 
to avoid exposed areas close 
to the surfline. These areas 
can seem safe from most 
breaking waves and high 
tides, but the pattern of break- 
ing waves produces a periodic 
sequence of large, very strong 
surges that can wash over 
rocks and beaches great dis- 
tances and take visitors by 
surprise. This is type of dan- 
ger from the surging waves 
will be most likely during the 
high tide in the morning 
hours. 


Parducci wins 
state award

Parducci Winery and its parent company, 
Mendocino Wine Company of Ukiah, received 
the 2007 Governor's Environmental and 
Economic Leadership Award in the category of 
Climate Change. 

The annual GEELA is California's highest 
environmental honor. This is the first year the 
Governor's Award has recognized a company for 
“innovative and forward thinking approaches 
that reduce greenhouse gas emissions and miti- 
gate the adverse effects of climate change on 
public health and our vast natural resources." 

Partners Paul Dolan, Tim Thornhill and Tom 
Thornhill were on hand to accept the citation 
Monday during a ceremony at the California 
Environmental Protection Agency headquarters 
in Sacramento. 

Parducci Winery is the first in the United 
States to achieve carbon neutrality. Parducci 
partnered with the Climate Action Registry to 
calculate emissions of greenhouse gases. The

He received basic emergency veteri- 
nary care, both legs were put in casts 
and he was prescribed pain killers, in 
order to make him comfortable. The 
casts stabilized his legs but they did not 
guarantee that he will walk again. 

No one contacted county Animal 
Control looking for him, so after almost 
two weeks, he was transferred to the 
"guardianship" of Anderson Valley 
Animal Rescue. AVAR is paying for his 
surgeries and vet care. 

AVAR took him to Wasson Memorial 
Veterinary Clinic where Dr. S. Cannon 
performed surgery on his legs (Nov. 10). 
He has fixators on both legs, metal pins

go through the bones and they are stabi- 
lized on the outside of the leg. He has to 
be confined in a cage for 10-12 weeks, 
with minimal time standing on his legs. 

According to one animal recuse vol- 
unteer, “Jay is very good about staying 
calm in his cage, but he does prefer to sit 
on a lap. He loves human company and 
would like to follow you around the 
house. He has a big appetite and enjoys 
treats immensely." 

He is housebroken and good with 
other dogs and cats. He does have a very 
loud bark for a little dog. 

Jay will be available for adoption 
after he fully recovers.

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More Pakistani dissidents let go as 
Musharraf aide says leader preparing 
to give up army post 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) — The government freed 
more jailed political activists Wednesday and a senior official 
said President Gen. Pervez Musharraf might step down as army 
chief this weekend, moves that could blunt opposition threats to 
boycott parliamentary elections. 

It remained unclear, however, when Musharraf might lift a 
state of emergency that has worsened Pakistan’s political tur- 
moil just as the government confronts rising Islamic militancy. 

The United States and other Western nations are pressuring 
him to end emergency rule if he hopes to repair his bruised cre- 
dentials as a democrat and a reliable ally in the fight against 
international terrorism. 

Attorney General Malik Mohammed Qayyum told The 
Associated Press that Musharraf would quickly fulfill his 
promise to quit his army post and be sworn in for a new five- 
year presidential term as a civilian. 

“Tt may happen on Saturday ... I know the president, and he 
will honor his commitment,” Qayyum said. 


Fewer people sign up for jobless 
benefits, good sign for labor market 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Fewer people signed up for jobless 
benefits last week, an encouraging sign that most companies 
aren’t resorting to large-scale layoffs as the country copes with 
continuing problems in the housing and credit markets. 

The Labor Department reported Wednesday that new appli- 
cations filed for unemployment insurance dropped by a season- 
ally adjusted 11,000 to 330,000 for the week ending Nov. 17. It 
was the lowest level since the beginning of November. The 
330,000 level of claims was in line with economists’ forecasts. 

A year ago, new claims for unemployment insurance stood 
at 322,000. 

The four-week moving average of claims, which smooths 
out week-to-week volatility, dipped last week to 329,750, a 
decrease of 750 from the previous week. It marked the lowest 
level since late October. A year ago, the four-week average of 
claims was 319,500. 

“We continue to believe that most statistical and anecdotal 
evidence continue to point to a relatively healthy labor market,” 
said Omair Sharif, an economist at RBS Greenwich Capital.

device. 

“Tve been in the business 
for 30 years and this is the 
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first I’ve heard of this tech- 
nique (of matching the wire)," 
he said. 

Taylor said the city has lost 
around $40,000 worth of cop- 
per wire in addition to tools 
and equipment since mid- 
October and that the alleged 
perpetrators engineered a 
homemade device to strip it 
before recycling. 

“It’s worth more if it’s 
stripped of its insulation and

When I first heard that UPT was 
producing “Seussical the Musical,” I 
thought, “How cute. I'll bet it’s like 
the Muppits.” 

I expected actors dressed in fuzzy- 
headed costumes and giant Grinch 
puppets. Boy was I wrong. “Seussical 
the Musical” is a beautiful, magical 
production with jazzy, sophisticated 
music, a strong ensemble, and a funny, 
yet meaningful script. Yes, there is a 
Grinch puppet, but this ain’t the 
Muppits. 

Written by Stephen Flaherty and 
Lynn Ahrens, “Seussical” blends 14 
Dr. Seuss classics, including “Horton 
Hears a Who,” “Gertrude McFuzz,” 
“Tf I Ran the Circus,” “McElligott’s 
Pool,” and “The Cat in The Hat.” 

The main story involves Horton the 
Elephant's efforts to save “Whoville,” 
even though everyone else in the 
Jungle of Nool think he's crazy for 
believing in people who live on a 
speck of dust. But Horton is deter- 
mined, because “An Elephant is loyal 
and true," and he stands by his invisi- 
ble friends with the help of Gertrude 
McFuzz, a one-feathered bird madly 
in love with Horton. As the narrator, 
The Cat in The Hat guides the audi- 
ence and Jojo, a Whoville boy who 
thinks too much, through the interlink- 
ing stories and into the imaginative 
world of Dr. Seuss. 

Directed by Rick Allan, the ensem- 
ble cast is perfectly balanced, with 
each character distinct, but no one 
actor overpowering the other. The 
musical numbers are beautifully per- 
formed and the score is toe-tapping 
and memorable, something children 
and adults will enjoy. 

The setting, designed by Rick 
Allan, Geoff Graham and Linda Sauer, 
is a vivacious mix of bold colors and 
tall, pompadoured trees, straight out of 
a Dr. Seuss book. The costumes creat- 
ed by Linda Sauer and Renee Coburn 
mirror the silly, bizarre creations of 
Dr. Seuss without tipping into the 
childish. And the lighting, designed by 
Steve Wilson, adds the perfect amount 
of color saturation and special effects 
to bring the pages of Dr. Seuss to life. 
The best example of this is when Jojo 
thinks up “Mr. McElligott’s Pool,” and

suddenly the stage is filled with large, 
golden, tropical fish, jellyfish, and 
sparkling light which transports the 
audience into an underwater paradise. 

Dressed in a sweater vest and 
slacks, Brad Eidson’s portrayal of the 
determined Horton the Elephant is as 
strong and steady as Horton himself. 
All the other characters are flamboy- 
ant, but Eidson has captured Horton’s 
down-to-earth, elephant qualities 
through plodding body and facial 
movements. Through wistful singing, 
he shows us exactly how it feels to be 
“trapped between an egg and a spec of 
dust,” revealing how human Horton 
actually is. 

Laura Bartlett as bright green, one 
tail-feathered, Gertrude McFuzz is the 
perfect counter to Eidson’s quiet 
Horton. Singing in a strong, but little- 
girl-sounding voice, she is perfect as 
the love-hungry bird no one notices. 
Other birds in the Jungle of Nool are 
the pink dressed, pink haired, girl-bird 
quartette, played by Shelly Aisner, KC 
Dill, Susan Hayes, and Lynda 


cent of the Supremes. Throw in the 
spicy songs of bird “Amazing 
Mayzie,” played by sexy Paula 
Samonte, the powerful voice of Dawn 
Senften as the “Sour Kangaroo,” and 
several monkeys singing like an out of 
control “boy-band,” and you have a 
cacophony of gorgeous jazz. 

Against the brilliant hues of the 
Jungle of Nool is peaceful, yellow, 
Whoville, led by Mayor Patrick Nagel 
and the Mayor’s wife, Holly Riggs. 
This is where Jojo, played by Troy 
Christiansen, lives. But all is not well 
in Whoville. Not only are they per- 
ilously living on a speck of dust pro- 
tected by an Elephant, but they are at 
war with the “butter-side-downers.” 
Patrick Kenyon masterfully plays loud 
General Genghis Khan Schmitz, who 
takes Jojo to battle to squash all the 
“thinks” out of him. The Cadets march 
in time while sounding off to “I do not 
like green eggs and ham,” another 
example of the masterful way the 
writers have interwoven the stories of 
Dr. Seuss. 

Navigating effortlessly within the 


three worlds of the Jungle of Nool, 
Whoville and the Audience, is the Cat 
in the Hat, played with subdued cun- 
ning by Chuck Wilson. Mr. Wilson’s 
long, graceful movements and elo- 
quent eyebrows portray the Cat as an 
almost sensual trickster who encour- 
ages Jojo to continue being a Thinker, 
and urges the Audience to revel in the 
world of imagination, where “any- 
thing is possible.” 

The entire family will love 
Seussical and will leave the theatre 
feeling inspired and reminded how 
important the imagination, and believ- 
ing in oneself, is.

Today, on Thanksgiving Day, we want to 
urge our readers to once more give gener- 
ously to the Daily Journal’s Holiday Food 
Bank Fund Drive, which kicked off last 
Sunday with generous donations from our 
kickoff sponsors totaling $27,000.

It is my personal 
opinion that this would be a catastrophic 
mistake for Ukiahans. After many years of 
searching for the large, well paying 
replacement corporation to move into the 
site, we should realize Ukiah is not going 
to be the new West Coast Detroit and get 
on with a plan that will work for Ukiah's 
general benefit. 

What does work in the United States is 
facilitating small entrepreneurs to go into 
private business. The industrial zoning for 
the Masonite property allows the following 
business, (with government compliance): 
Literally, hundreds of small business could 
be facilitated at the Masonite site. 
Affordable rental facilities of 1,000 to 
4,000 square feet, zoned industrial, would 
be a very sought after commodity. 

Looking at the new private, rental, 
industrial facility north of Masonite as an 
example, the success rate of such a private 
development and those small business 
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whole month. 

They take food around to smaller commu- 
nity food closets to provide help to the needy 
who live in our more remote areas. 

They collect donated food from local 
supermarkets and restaurants as well as from 
federal food sources and generous local 
donations. 

They sort that food, refrigerate what 
needs preserving and make sure it gets to the 
people who really need it. 

Our community’s poverty rate is high. 
Our hunger rate is high. So many of us have 
so much to be thankful for today, let us give 
thanks for the food we will have on our table 
today and every day.

Not a battle 
of issues 


The contours of the contest for the Democratic 
presidential nomination are set, and it is not a battle 
about "issues." Advisers to the major contenders 
largely see things this way, and Democratic voters are 
in a quandary about what to do. 

The norms of high-minded commentary suggest 
that you are never to say the issues are not the issue. 
But among the top Democratic candidates, the con- 
frontations they are staging around policy questions 
are designed to use their rather small differences to 
highlight larger contrasts in experience, temperament 
and character. 

For example, all support some sort of universal 
health coverage. Yet Barack Obama, unlike John 
Edwards and Hillary Clinton, would not mandate that 
everyone buy insurance. Edwards and Clinton are 
right about the mandate, but most voters will focus on 
which candidate is likely to get any kind of universal 
health care passed. 

Obama and Clinton have also been skirmishing on 
Social Security. Obama would lift the cap on the pay- 
roll tax, which would increase the burden on those 
with higher incomes. Clinton has criticized this and 
wants a bipartisan commission to take responsibility 
for fixing the program. 

But this is a difference about strategy, not sub- 
stance. Social Security is not even close to being 
among the most burning issues the country faces, and 
whatever they say, all the Democrats will almost cer- 
tainly raise Social Security taxes on better-off taxpay- 
ers. It's a matter of how and when. 

On foreign policy, Obama opposed the Iraq War 
from the beginning, Edwards has cast himself as a 
born-again anti-warrior, and Clinton has sounded 
steadily more anti-war as the campaign has pro- 
gressed. More generally, Obama has stressed the value 
of negotiation, while Clinton looks more -- choose 
your word -- tough-minded, hawkish, realistic. Little 
noticed during last week's debate is that only Clinton 
and Chris Dodd said plainly that there were times 
when national security would take precedence over 
human rights concerns. 

But candidates -- remember Richard Nixon's trip to 
China or George W. Bush's promise of a “humble” 
foreign policy -- are notorious for surprising voters 
once in office. All the Democrats would break from 
Bush. How much? We can't really know. 

Yes, Joe Biden continues to impress on foreign pol- 
icy in the debates and Bill Richardson could pick up 
votes on the left as the strongest advocate for with- 
drawal from Iraq. Dodd has an opening on Iraq too. 
But where Obama, Clinton and Edwards are con- 
cerned, it's doubtful that anyone but a member of the 
Council on Foreign Relations will vote on the basis of 
a careful parsing of the candidates' views. 

My conversations over the weekend with lieu- 
tenants in the three campaigns suggest that they know 
this and see the choice today as defined in almost 
exactly the same way as it was at the beginning of the 
year. 

Clinton's strongest asset is that Democrats are cer- 
tain that she will know her way around the White 
House, be toughness personified in confronting 
Republicans, will rarely make a mistake -- in brief, 
that she can survive walks through minefields. 

But many Democrats like the idealism that 
emanates from Obama, appreciate the rupture with the 
Clinton-Bush past he represents, and see his very per- 
sona and background as sending a powerful signal of 
change. 

It's hard for Edwards to break into the competition 
between these two big narratives, and that's why he 
has slipped in Iowa, the crucial state for him. Many 
Democrats love Edwards’ populism and the fury he 
conveys over the status quo. His attacks on Clinton 
have won him attention. But Edwards will have to find 
ways of challenging Obama for the votes of those who 
have doubts about the former first lady. 

The drama of this contest arises from the fact that 
Democrats /ike all three of these candidates. In a 
recent Washington Post/ABC News national survey, 
Clinton was rated favorably by 78 percent of 
Democrats, Obama by 69 percent and Edwards by 62 
percent. 

Yet many Democrats share the concerns these can- 
didates raise about each other, wishing that Clinton 
was not so burdened by history and that Obama was 
more battle-tested. 

And so it is that Democrats who once struggled 
over ideology will be making a much more personal 
choice in 2008. As the candidates shadowbox over 
issues, Democratic voters know in their bones that 
position papers will shed little light on the one ques- 
tion they really care about: Who has the best chance of 
ending, and then transcending, the Bush era?

Priest Holmes ends short comeback, 
retires from the NFL

KANSAS CITY, Mo. — Priest 
Holmes retired Wednesday, ending a 
short comeback hailed as one of the 
most improbable in NFL history. 

The 34-year-old three-time Pro 
Bowl running back said he experi- 
enced “symptoms” during last 
Sunday’s game in Indianapolis similar 
to those he felt more than two years 
ago when head and neck injuries put 
him out of the game for 22 months. 

He refused to be specific. Holmes 
did mention during an often rambling 
series of answers that paralysis had 
been a possibility if he kept playing. 

Asked to explain what symptoms he 
felt, Holmes was evasive. 

“Much of that is, I guess you could 
say, in the past,” he said. “Just to know 
the symptoms were similar to the ones 
before. But to be technical, to go into 


medical terms, I wouldn’t feel com- 
fortable.” 

Chiefs president Carl Peterson 
appeared with Holmes and his three 
young sons at a news conference. 
Peterson said Holmes had an agree- 
ment with the club that he would alert 
the Chiefs the moment he felt any dan- 
ger of recurring injury to the head or 
neck. 

“That was our agreement,” he said, 
“that if that ever happens, to whatever 
degree, we needed to know about it. 
And he adhered to that and was great 
about it.” 

Holmes was out of football for 22 
months, but showed up in the Chiefs’ 
training camp in July saying he had 
seen himself in a dream playing foot- 
ball. 

Working hard to get back in shape, 
he started the last two games in place 
of Larry Johnson, who will be out 


again this week with a foot injury. 
Kolby Smith, a rookie who has only a 
few carries this year, will likely start 
for the Chiefs (4-6) against Oakland. 

The team announced Holmes’ 
retirement in a statement before the 
planned news conference. 

Holmes is the Chiefs’ all-time rush- 
ing leader with 6,070 yards and accu- 
mulated 8,172 yards rushing in 11 sea- 
sons with Baltimore and Kansas City. 

“I have truly been blessed with the 
opportunity to play in the National 
Football League,” he said. “I will be 
forever grateful to the Hunt family and 
the Chiefs organization for the oppor- 
tunity to come to Kansas City, where 
the community embraced me from 
Day 1.” 

Holmes was the 2002 Offensive 
Player of the Year after rushing for 
1,615 yards in just 14 games in 2002. 
In one season, he set a then-NFL 


record with 27 touchdowns. The mark 
has since been broken twice. 

After taking himself out of the 
game last Sunday against the Colts in 
the third quarter, Holmes went back in 
for a few plays. 

“As much as we try to do every- 
thing we could to prepare me, there’s 
just one thing that seems like we 
couldn’t technically prepare for,” 
Holmes said. 

“Now that we’ve seen that, now that 
I've had some symptoms, there's noth- 
ing really the helmet can do to provide 
that protection and to allow me to do 
my job effectively. And we all know 
this is a business of performance. 

“I believe that by having this oppor- 
tunity for a younger player or even a 
newer player to come in and provide 
that production, that's definitely need- 
ed for the Kansas City Chiefs at any 
position."

NASCAR year belongs to 
Junior, Jeff and Jimmie

CHARLOTTE, N.C. — 
From Junior to Jeff and 
Jimmie, the 2007 Nextel Cup 
season belonged to three dif- 
ferent drivers for very differ- 
ent reasons. 

Dale Earnhardt Jr. waged a 
public battle with his step- 
mother for control of his late 
father’s company, and when 
his coup failed, he became the 
hottest free agent in NASCAR 
history. His decisions started a 
domino effect, and the win- 
ners and losers won’t be 
known for years. 

Junior eventually settled on 
mighty Hendrick Motorsports, 
where he'll join a team that 
won 18 of 36 races this season 
and its seventh Nextel Cup 
title. The move has put pres- 
sure on NASCAR’s most pop- 
ular driver to finally deliver 
his first championship, and on 
Rick Hendrick to make sure it 
happens without disrupting 
the balance of the most pow- 
erful team ever assembled. 

"[ think the pressure's on 
me, because of his fan base 
expecting him to do well,” 
Hendrick said. "If he does 
well, it's because of his talent. 
If he doesn't, it's going to be 
my fault. That's kind of the 
way it works when you have 
multiple cars ... and I’m look- 
ing forward to the challenge." 

Junior will get support 
from Hendrick drivers Jimmie 
Johnson and Jeff Gordon, who 
dominated this season like no 
duo ever had. 

Johnson led the way with 
10 victories and an incredible 
performance during the Chase 
for the championship that cul- 
minated in his second straight 
championship. Gordon fin- 
ished second, with six wins 
and a record 30 top-10 finish- 
es. 

“We knew we couldn't put 
our guards down. We knew 
who we were racing and the 
team and the track are better 
than anyone else out there, 
and they had an amazing 
year," Johnson said. “And we 
knew we had to fight to the 


very end to get this thing 
done." 

Although he came up just 
short, Gordon proved he's still 
among the best after 16 sea- 
sons in NASCAR’s top series. 
He also showed class in 
defeat, celebrating Johnson's 
success — even though it 
spoiled what should have 
been a career year for the 
four-time series champion. 

In addition to passing Dale 
Earnhardt on NASCAR’s 
career victories list this sea- 
son, Gordon found off-track 
happiness with the June birth 
of his daughter. It gave him a 
balance he had been missing 
during the heyday of his 
career. 

“When you go through 
becoming a first-time father, 
there is nothing that’s going to 
top that. It is the ultimate,” 
Gordon said. “I’ve won cham- 
pionships before ... (and) I 
know that even that can’t top 
becoming a dad and that 
whole experience.” 

While Junior, Jeff and 
Jimmie certainly dominated 
the headlines, they hardly 
stole the show: 

—The season opened with 
a cheating scandal at the 
Daytona 500 — five teams 
were caught with unapproved 
modifications on their cars — 
including Michael Waltrip, 
who had an illegal substance 
in his engine. It set the tone 
for a strict NASCAR crack- 
down on cheating, and the 
sanctioning body showed lit- 
tle mercy when it came to its 
Car of Tomorrow. 

NASCAR phased in its 
CoT this season, and it’s 
unclear if the car will indeed 
reduce costs, foster better rac- 
ing and improve safety. The 
only thing that’s certain is that 
NASCAR won't tolerate mod- 
ifications to it, as many crew 
chiefs learned this season 
through lengthy suspensions 
and stiff fines. 

—wWaltrip never recovered 
from the Daytona scandal, and 
it started a long and troubling 
year for Toyota in its first sea- 
son in NASCAR’s top series.

The two-time Daytona 500 
winner struggled to make 
races — he qualified for just 
14 of 36 — and the other 
Camry pilots struggled, too. 

Of the seven full-time 
teams, Dave Blaney's 31st- 
place finish was the highest. 
But the Japanese automaker 
should crack the winner's cir- 
cle next season with the addi- 
tion of Joe Gibbs Racing and 
drivers Tony Stewart, Kyle 
Busch and Denny Hamlin. 

—Busch, despite tremen- 
dous talent and a long future 
ahead of him, found himself 
out of a job at Hendrick 
Motorsports when Junior 
became available. Almost 
every team in the garage 
wanted the temperamental 22- 
year-old, and he picked Gibbs, 
where the driver stable can be 
a bit emotionally unstable. 

Team president J.D. Gibbs 
is confident the dynamic 
between Busch, Hamlin and 
Stewart will be just fine, and 
Busch has the potential to 
prove that JGR got the better 
end of the deal. 

— The driver movement 
left Dale Earnhardt Inc. in a 
lurch, as the NASCAR com- 
munity wondered if the com- 
pany could survive without its 
star driver. But team president 
Max Siegel made a series of 
moves, including acquiring 
cash-strapped Ginn Racing, to 
form a four-car team that will 
use Martin Truex Jr., Paul 
Menard, Regan Smith and the 
combination of Mark Martin 
and Aric Almirola. 

Still, the team is constantly 
battling perception that it will 
be nothing without Junior. 

“Everything we hear, 
everything we read is all about 
how DEI is done. We’re shut- 
ting down. It’s just ridicu- 
lous,” Siegel said. “Quite 
frankly, we’re sick of hearing 
it. DEI is here to stay. We’re 
not going anywhere.” 

—The DEI-Ginn merger 
was one of many partnerships 
formed this season, as existing 
car owners looked for outside 
investors to alleviate rising 
costs in NASCAR.

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Peregrine Audubon presents Christmas 
Bird Count and slideshow of local birds

Have you ever seen a flash 
of iridescent blue and wished 
you knew the name of that 
bird? Are you confused about 
which birds live here in the 
winter, which live here in the 
summer, and which ones only 
migrate through our area? 

Well, help is at hand. 
Peregrine Audubon Society is 
again organizing the annual 
Christmas Bird Count, which 
will take place on Saturday, 
Dec. 15 this year. 

The CBC is an opportunity 
for beginning or intermediate 
bird watchers to go out with 
more experienced birders and 
learn about the birds that live 
here in the winter. 

A novice or intermediate 
bird watcher might see a Lark 
Sparrow with its beautifully 
patterned red, white, and 
black face for the first time. 
Others might learn to distin- 
guish red-shouldered hawks 
from red-tailed hawks or rec- 
ognize the characteristic 
movements of a white-breast- 
ed nuthatch. 

To help participants pre- 
pare for the CBC Bob Keiffer 
will present a slideshow on 
local birds on Thursday, 


December 6 at the Ukiah 
Civic Center, 7 p.m. The 
slideshow, which was com- 
piled by Keiffer and Matthew 
Matthiessen, emphasizes the 
field characteristics of birds 
likely to be seen during the 
count. 


The slideshow is open to 
all, including people who do 
not wish to participate in the 
count. The evening will also 
include an explanation of how 
the Christmas Bird Count 
works and team sign-ups 
(optional). 


Following the bird count on 
December 15 there will be a 
"Compilation Potluck" at 
Grace Hudson Museum 
Public Room, 6 p.m., during 
which the total number of bird 
species counted during the 
day will be added up in the 
midst of good food and cheer. 

The numbers will be added 
to information gathered 
around the world this year and 
years past to determine the 
health of bird populations. 
While it feels like play, the 
CBC is actually an important 
piece of environmental work. 
Peregrine Audubon would 
love to have you help, even if 
you only write down num- 
bers!

State transportation panel embroiled in air quality dispute

SACRAMENTO — When 
voters approved nearly $2 bil- 
lion in bonds last year to 
upgrade how the state moves 
goods in and out of its ports, 
they left it up to lawmakers to 
decide how to spend the 
money. 

But the Legislature has so 
far failed to set guidelines on 
how to spend the money, cre- 
ating a feud over what kind of 
highway, port and rail projects 
should qualify for the bond 
funding. 

Environmental groups, 
local air quality districts and 
port communities are upset 
that the California 
Transportation Commission is 
proposing rules they say 
would allow state, city and 
county governments to build 
without considering the added 
pollution from truck traffic 
and idling trains. 

They say the rules, if adopt- 
ed at the commission's Nov. 
27 meeting, could increase 
pollution near California's 
ports, rail yards and highways 
— undermining the intent of 
the transportation bond and a 
campaign pledge by Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger to 
improve the state's air quality. 

"Air quality needs to be a 
top priority. We have the worst 
air quality in the nation," said 
Sam Atwood, a spokesman for 
the South Coast Air Quality 
Management District. “We 
can’t afford any backward 
steps in terms of projects that 
would increase emissions.” 

At issue is whether regula- 
tors should consider the effect 
on air quality when screening 
construction projects for fund- 
ing from the transportation 
corridor improvement fund, a 
new pot of money created by 
Proposition 1B to improve the 
roads, rails and ports used to 
ship goods around the state. 
The $20 billion bond initia-

tive, the largest single bond 
ever placed before California 
voters, pledged to fix the 
state's most dangerous high- 
ways, clear freeway bottle- 
necks and help reduce air pol- 
lution. It said projects that 
improve mobility while also 
cutting pollution should get 
priority. 

In California, port and 
freight traffic accounts for 
nearly a third of the nitrogen 
oxides that cause smog and 
three-quarters of the emis- 
sions of diesel particulate mat- 
ter, according to the state Air 
Resources Board. 

The concern is that new 
construction at ports would 
make air quality even worse in 
areas already plagued by bad 
air, such as Long Beach and 
Oakland, and that highway 
expansions would drive more 
diesel-polluting trucks 
through the already smoggy 
Central Valley. 

Assemblyman Pedro Nava, 
D-Santa Barbara, said the 
commission's balanced 
approach strives to improve 
air quality regionally. 

“I think you've got to look 
at it holistically," said Nava, a 
nonvoting member of the 
commission. “I don't think 
each and every project has to 
bring about a reduction, but 
the cumulative effect needs to 
bring reduction." 

Nava and Democratic Sen. 
Alan Lowenthal of Long 
Beach introduced bills this 
year that would have set 
guidelines for how to spend 
the bond money, but both 
stalled in committees. To 
begin spending the bond 
money, commissioners decid- 
ed to write their own guide- 
lines for how to pick projects. 

Initially, the commission 
listed air quality as one of four 
so-called screening criteria to 
be considered. It also required 
that projects be built within 
five years, stimulate the econ-

omy, provide jobs and be part 
of a regional strategy to move 
goods. 

Against the advice of its

ough examinations can be 
done. They also required the 
Air Resources Board to look 
at the projects. 

“If you evaluate a project 
on the front end, a lot of 
assumptions are attached to 
it," Bonner said in an inter- 
view with The Associated 
Press. "Its very difficult, 
given air pollution knows no 
boundaries. You can't look at 
any of these projects in isola- 
tion." 

Schwarzenegger 
spokesman Aaron McLear 
said no project that doesn't 
meet California's strict air 
quality standards would get 
funding. 

Adding to the complexity is 


the question of whether some 
projects that might be good 
for the state as a whole might 
not necessarily be good for a 
nearby community. For exam- 
ple, a proposed rail yard cen- 
ter in the Long Beach area is 
being promoted as a way to 
cut statewide truck traffic by 
ferrying goods on trains — 
however, idling trains and 
trucks at the yard would add 
to the local air pollution. 

It's the kind of project that 
might qualify for bond fund- 
ing if it isn't screened for air 
quality, Atwood said. Tougher 
air quality standards might 
require a new rail yard to use 
electric-powered trains or 
limit how long trucks can idle

Meanwhile, Schwarzen- 
egger, who in 2003 said he 
would cut the state's air pollu- 
tion by 50 percent, faces criti- 
cism over the proposed rules. 
He also signed the state's 
landmark global warming law 
last year that sets greenhouse 
gas emission caps, targeting 
the transportation sector, 
which accounts for 40 percent 
of the state's emissions.
